rangementa with the mayor, cham-
ber of commerce, or some official
body In each town to insure neces-
sary protection tn spectators, pi-
lots, publle and government prop-
erty He will bave sufficlent en-
listed men ordered to report to the
commuanding officer of each con-
stop, reaching destination on
or bhefore Oot. 6.
